305-532-1726. The Octagon Towers listed Is either Apartment 
14A or 14H. The A or the H letter Is illegible in the address 
book. The telephone number listed for the Octagon Towers 
in barker’s address book is 534-6821. Both telephone numbers 

apartment houses. It has been determined that Apartment 14A, 
Octagon Towers, is being temporarily occupied by the WALTER 
CRONKITE CBS news crew and is in the name of their i^resenta tive 
SUSAN LANGLEY. Apartment 14R is being temporarily occupied 
by the Committee to Re-Elect the President. Apartment 205 at 
the Sunshine Towers is presently occupied by the owner's 
relative, ISAAC FLEISCHMAN.

The 
prior occupant was FRED STEIN, who resided In this apartment 
for five years. This apartment remained unoccupied for a 
six -month period. Mr. FLEISCIDIAK recently took occupancy. 
During that time, several Individuals attempted to rent this 
apartment; however, Mr. CHALFIN refused to rent it. Mr.

Octagon Towers, is rented by Mr. STEVE HOSTRAMD, for the Committee 
to Re-Elect the President.

FRED 
ASBELL advised that he was originally hired to work in 
committees for young voters in North Dakota; however, he was 
sent to Washington, D. C. While at Washington, D. C. in the 
committee headquarters, JAMES McCORD was pointed out to him 
by another fellow worker at the Committee to Re-Elect the 
President offices. He stated, however, be had no conversations 
with McCORD and knows nothing about the burglary at the 
National Democratic headquarters, Washington, D. C. Be advised 
that TOM BELL is the convention's Director. He advised that 
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Miami, Florida 
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ASBELL akised that this apartment was rented 
June 8, 1972. He advised on June 6, 1972, he came to Miami 
and stayed at the Doral Hotel with other members of the 
Committee to Re-Elect the President. Re stated that he is now 
living with his grandmother in Miami. He advised that the

He advised that the only photograph that be 
recognized was that of JAMES WALTER McCORD. He advised that 
he net McCORD in Washington. D. C. and also at the Doral 
Hotel. Miani Beach. Florida, on June 8. 1972. Be advised 
that he met WALTER McCORD in McCORD's capacity as Director 
of Security for the Committee to Re-Elect the President. 

He discussed security measures with McCORD, Including the 
problem of providing Identification cards for approximately I 
young Republicans. These Republicans planned to come to 
Miami Beach during the Republican Convention as Republican 
Party workers on the Committee to Re-Elect the President. 
McCORD was to hire a security man to work directly with Mr. 
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capacity. During the Doral Hotel meeting on Mini Beach, the 
men in attendance. Including Mr. McCORD, TOM BELL, Republican 
Convention Director, and others tswpscted the Octagon Towers 
Apartment. 1881 Washington Avenue. Miami Beach, as well as 
the Miami Beach Convention Ball, to familiarize themselves 
with the facilities and also to Inspect the premises for 
security purposes. Hr. NOSTRAND advised that as of last week 
there was no security man appointed to fill McCORD's place 
as the Security Director for the Cosamittee to Re-Elect the 
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Mr. NOSTRAND advised that he did not know BERNARD 
BARKER and has no knowledge concerning the fact that the 
Octagon Towers, Apartment 14H, was listed in BARKER'S address 
book. He also stated that he and the Committee to Re-Elect 
the President have no affiliation with the Sunshine Towers 
Apartment House, 1830 Meridian Avenue, Miami Beach, Apartment 
205. He stated that the conunittee does not have anjr occupancy 
in the Sunshine Towers Apartments. He stated he has no 
knowledge concerning the burglary of the National Democratic 
headquarters. He advised that the Washington Post newspaper 
reporters telephoned him frequently stating that ROLANDO 
MARTINEZ allegely contacted the University of Miami dormitory 
division. HARTIlHt allegedly made the inquiry about renting 
space in the University of Miami dormitories for young 
Republicans coming to Miami Beach to assist during the Republican 
National Convention. Mr. NOSTRAND advised that he has no 
knowledge whatsoever concerning thte and that his committee made 
no effort to obtain housing at the University of Miami. He 
advised that his committee members will occupy hotels on Miami 
Beach during the Republican Convention. 

NOSTRAND advised that he has no contact with 
Barker Associates, Inc., or any of the other people listed 
above, except McCORD. He advised that none of his committee 
members to his knowledge ever had any association with any 
of the above-listed individuals, 
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Mr, JAMES C. GRIMM, Housing Director, Uolversitj 
of Miami, advised that in the latter part of Ma^, 1972, and 
while school was still in session, ROLANDO MARTINEZ requested 
Mr GRIMM to provide housing for over 300 young Republican 
workers during the Republican Convention at Miami Beach, 
Florida. Mr. GRIMM refused Mr. MARTINEZ because the date of 
the convention was too near the opening of the fall school 
semester and therefore housing would not be available. He 
advised that during this meeting, Mr. MARTINEZ presented a 
business card bearing the name E. ROLANDO MARTINEZ - Associate 
Barker Associates, Inc., 2301 N. W. 7th Street, Miami, Florida, 
telephone number 643-4511. During this conversation, Mr. 
MARTINEZ was accompanied by a white male, name unknown, having 
bushy, kinky dark hair and being heavy set, Italian looking, 
5*11”, approximately 30 years of age and wearing a dark suit. 
Mr. GRIMM advised that this individual did most of the talking 
and appeared to be the representative of the Republican Party. 
Mr. GRIMM advised that he suggested that they contact the 
Lindsey Hopkins Hotel, Salerno Hotel and the Coral Gables 
Chamber of Commerce to get latds concerning appropriate housing 
facilities. Mr. GRIMM viewed photographs of the following 
indlviti^uals , with negative results. He advised that this was

I06 Third Avenue, Waltham, Mass., suggested that they 
(JAMESON and MC CUIN) show one of the TAC II kits to AL 
WONG, Chief of the Technical Security Division, U, S, 

Secret Service, Washington, D. C., since they were going 
to be in Washington anyway. MC CUIN had previously dis- 
cussed a brief case typo alarm system with WONG, but had 
not been able to sell the idea because he felt WONG'S 
labor atoi*y was attempting to develop a similar type

MC CUIN called WONG and made an appointment 
to show the TAC II kit to WONG. The purpose of the meeting 
was to show the kit and demonstrate it from a salesman’s 
standpoint in an attempt to sell WONG on the kit. 

MC CUHJ did not know the date of the meeting and 
could find no business records or notes that recorded the 
date. However, he felt sure that the date of the meeting 
was either November I8, 1971* or November 30* 1971* because 
those were the days, according to his daybook, that he 
picked JAMESON up at the airport in Washington, D. C.

of the building. At this meeting, they talked about the 
upcoming convention but he does not recall the specifics of 
this conversation. During this visit with WARREN, which 
lasted about ten minutes, he made a point of paying close 
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attention to V/ARREN's appearance and he noticed WARREN was 
wearing a ring, but he cannot recall anything about the 
ring, or on which hand or finger it was worn. During this 
visit to Miami, he stayed in a motel other than the one he 
had stayed in previously, and he thinks it may have been a 
Holiday Inn. .

He has visited Chicago and Milwaukee during the 
time of the primary campaigning in Illinois and Wisconsin. 
He also went to Whittier, California, when Senator MUSKIE 
was speaking there and distributed leaflets regarding 
MUSKIE' s position favoring abortion, reali?:lng that this 
position was unpopular to the students to whom Senator 
MUSKIE was speaking. He considers his function at these 
rallies to be that of an organizer who' gives direction to 
people who support the President's policies but who lack 
direction; however, his activities in this regard are a 
result of his own initiative and are not conducted as a 
result of any instructions or directions given to him by 
anyone else,\_^ 


During one of his conversations with WARREN, 
he asked WARREN who he was and who he represented, and 
WARREN told him he should not ask such questions. As a 
result of WARREN'S reaction he has always dealt with WARREN 
at "arm's length". If V/ARREN had ever indicated his con- 
nection with any Illegal activities, or if WARREN had ever 
asked him to do anything which he considered to be Illegal 
he would have severed his relationship with WARREN and avoided 
any future contact with him. j 

Approximately one or two days prior to the disclo- 
sure of President NIXON that the Haiphong Harbor had been 
mined and other actions had been taken to cut off supplies 
to North Vietnam, he received a telephone call from WARREN 
in which WARREN advised him that there might be some demon- 
strations conducted In the near future In opposition to one 
of the President's policies, V/ARREN indicated that he was 
apprising SEGR2TTI of this to give him an opportunity to 
consider what he might do to support the policies of the 
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President. V/ARREU did not explain what he was talking 
about and SEGHETTI did not ask him, but within a day or 
tv;o follo*.;ing this telephone call the President announced 
the action he had taken. \ ;\ 

Prior to learning of the burglary of the Democratic 
National Headquarters in Washington, D. C., from the reports 
he heard on the radio and read in the newspaper, he was 
vinav/are of the buj’glary. He has no personal knowledge of 
anything connected with the burglary, and everything he knows 
about the burglary he has learned from the information 
published by the media. He is personally shocked by the 
burglary, and would never involve himself in any such 
activity. ' v 

He advised that his uncle, SISTI SEGRETTI, is 
engaged in the practice of law in Salinas, CalifoxTiia, in 
the firm of Segretti and Pittman. Although his uncle offered 
him a position with the firm upon his con5>letion of military 
service he declined this offer. K , /

He advised that he 
had contacted the people who had furnished him vjlth some 
financial assistance to help him pay for his travels In 
connection with the Democratic primaries, and he had also

cated that they did t)ot wish to have their identities dis- 
closed. He explained that some of these people are prominent 
political figures and his relationship with them is not 
germane to this investigation In his opinion. If he felt 
that there were any possibility disclosure of their identities 
could be of value In this investigation he would not hesitate 
to reveal their identities. He indicated that It was possible 
that more than one person had provided him with some money 
to support his travel to states where primaries were being 
conducted. Some of these contacts are based on old friend- 
ships. If he could see some relevance to the disclosure of 
their names, he would do so. These people are prominent 
and would never be involved in anything like the burglary of 
the Democratic National Headquarters. i

He advised that during the primary campaigning 
he traveled to Miami on tv;o occasions, to Chicago on one 
occasion, to Mllvjaukee on one occasion, and to New Hampshire 
on one occasion. He did not travel to Ohio, Indiana, or 
Oregon, because he felt that these primaries were not of 
as much importance as the others. 


He again said that he wanted to make it clear that 
he has never been given any direction by anyone with respect 
to his activities during the state primaries across the 
country. 


He Indicated that he has no source of income out- 
side of his legal practice, and has not received any fees for 
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legal advice since he closed his office in January 1972. 

His parents are not in the position to support him, and 
at most they have only given him a few dollars from time 
to time, fie is currently living on money which he saved 
while he was in the Army.

Be mentioned that prior, to leaving 
Cuba 1» had served as a congressman tbers. In lieu of 
local employment, VIDAL advised he Invested his savings

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then located In Hialeah, Florida, vhlch company vent oat 
of business In 1961. During the time TIDAL vas assoclatsd 
with that company he became acquainted vlth WtBttllild 
OONZALEZ, vho Was employed at that company during 1959-^ 
as a spray painter. After VIDAL left the company he 
did not see or have occasion to associate vlth GONZALEZ. 
VIDAL said about three or four years ago at a restaurant 
located in the vicinity of R.W. 7th Street and SSnd Ouurt, 
Miami, he accidentally met TIMCaiJOr GOBZAIEZ vho InfortMd 
VIDAL'at that time that he vas then employed as a locksmith.

STURGIS, prior to that tl»e had been 
employed by an unrecalled construction company, in the 
building of ths "Century 21" apartsent complex Just 
•outh of Pan American Ainslnum Corporation offices. 
STURGIS worked for approximately one year on a salary 
plue commission but according to Mr. ESEFE, he was not 
producing, not selling enough of the company products 
to warrant a salary and accordingly in October, 1971 
STURGIS began working on a commission basis only.^y 

KEEFE checked records which reflected that 
Since January I, 1972 through June 13, 1972, gross 
commissions totaling $2,002.08 had been paid to 
STURGIS. In analysing payments of commissions 
totaling this amount it was noted that in February, 

19^. a check in the amount of $295.69 was paid to 
STURGIS and all other checks since Janugry 1, 1972, 
were in amounts less than $100 most of which were in 
the $40 to $60 range. Mr. KEEFE commented that this is 
a very small salary, especially for a nan with a family. 


KKEFE pointed out that. since STURGIS worked 
for commissions only, be was not required to cone by the 
corapiny*s offices on a dally basis. He said STURGIS 
came by et his own pleasure, primarily when be had an 
order to place for aluminum windows and doors, or to 
Inquire as to whether or not the company would be able 
to fill an order and make delivery by a specified time. 
KEEFE estimated that STURGIS* visits to the company's 
offices would average two or three times a week.

Later, he said STURGIS mentioned 
that he expected to be away fromthe Miami area for approximately 
one week but made no mentioned as to whci« he, STURGIS, 
expected to go, purpose of his travel or Identity of persons 
with whom he would be traveling. KEEFE said that he did 
not see STURGIS for a period of ten dajrs. He believed 
STURGIS* absence during that ten day period was around 
the last week of May, 1972. 

KEEFE concluded by saying that he knew nothing 
of STURGIS* family life or outside activities. He did not 
recall STURGIS ever having brought anyone to the company *s 
offices with him. At this point the photo gra phs of the

In conclusion, KEEFE advised that he had no 
idea as to the basis or purpose of STURGIS being in

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On June 28, 1872, Mr. LESLIE PANDAU., 
Adrnlniatrativo Vice President, Pan American Alumlnua 
Corporation, 2805 H.E, 185th Street, telephone 
947-0641, vas Interviewed and advised that he knew 
only casually FRANK STURGIS who has worked for the 
company since late 1970. He said STURGIS worked for 
about a year on a salary plus commisaions but due to 
the small gross sales made by STURGIS, In October, 

1971, he was employed as a salesman on a comnisalon 
basis only. Since that time gross sales by STURGIS 
has totaled slightly over $2,000, In fact so small 
a sun consideration has been given to termination

SoBvetlne Intaedlately prior to Hay 2, 1972, BARKER 
recruited US DIEGO and eight others to accompany him to 
Washington, D. C. to confront a group of demonstrators vho 

were picketing and verbally shouting anti-American slogans 

and slogans against the deceased FBI Director J. EDGAr HOOVER. 
U DIEGO agreed to the trip, believing that this action would 
be a positive patriotic actic» against communism as a voice 
speaking out for Cleans and Americans sllke. DC DIEGO stated 
he would participate In almost any action against comaunlam 
if be himself analyzed the action and felt it were legltlmmte 
and effective .\V 

On Hay 3, 1972, BARKER, DC DIEGO and the others 
vent to Washington, D. C., via a National Airlines (NAL) 
flight, departing at IS noon. After arrival at Washington, 

D. C. they went to the Capitol Rotun<bi where the remains of 
the late FBI Director JOHN EDGAR HOOVER lay in state. After 
paying their respects to his memory, they confronted the 
demons tr a tore vho vere picketing the area In the Imatedlste 
vicinity. The confrontation Included physical violence, 
tearing dovn anti-American signs, a tent, and gaining access 
to the demonstrators* public address system. The Miami group 
then utilized the public address system to upbraid the demon- 
strators. No arrests vere made by the Washington, D. C.

He and some of the group stayed 
at an older hotel In the same block and on the street running 
perpendicular to the street where the Mayflower Hotel Is 
located. The rest of the group stayed at a nice motel di- 
rectly across the street from the downtown Holiday Inn.

Although EBB DIEGO 
did not know specifically who paid the bills, be said he

FIORINl is an American who 
fought for the Cubai Revolutionary leader, FIDEL CASTRO, 
against Cuban President FULGENCIO BATISTA in the late 1950's, 
and subsequently became an antl-CASlBO fighter when CASTRO 
came into power as Cuban dictator in 1959. REINALDO PICO 
la a public relations man who has been active for a Cuban 
labor organization. fXCO participated with EE DIEGO in the 
ill fated Bay of Pigs invasion of 1961, and, with DE DIEGO and 
others, was taken prisoner. PICO and nine others were released 
shortly after imprisonment by Cuban officials to negotiate 
with the U. S. Government for the release of the other prisoners. 
At the conclusion of negotiations, PICO and one other man 
refused to return to Cuba, according to agreement, although tbe 
other eight did. ROLANDO MARTINEZ Is a Cuban patriot and fellow 
salesman at Barker Associates. HIRAM GONZALEZ is a contractor 
with whom B^RKm has had business dealings. PABLO FERNANDEZ 
Is a Cuban revolutionary student leader, possibly attending 
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the University of Miami. ANGEL FERRBl la a leader of a 
group of Cuban veterans of the U. S. Array who had been 
trained at Ft. Jackson, South Carolina, during 1962 and 
1963, and subsequently aerv4dt: In the U. S. Array. JOE DIEGO 
recalled nothing concerning the background of RUMBBRTD^diOPEZ . \ 


EG DIEGO related that he and some of the above group 
made a trip to Washington, D. C. on May 22, 1972, also. Be 
stated the two trips were not related in any way, to the best 
of his knowledge. Be repeated the purpose of the May 3 trip 
was to confront the demonstrators and pay respect to the 
late JOHN EDGAR HOOVBH. Be felt the confrontation was a 
patriotic gesture In respect to the memory of this outstanding 
fighter against conununlsra which he would not hesitate to do 
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Sometime Just prior to May 22, 1972, BARKER again 
recruited him for a trip to Washington, D« C., advising 
him no more than that the trip was an action >*ga Inst communism. 
DE DIEGO was not sure of the exact conversation but in essence 
contained this feeling which was accented in bis mind by the 
previous trip. The May 22 trip was made by himself, and the 
previously mentioned BBlNARD L. BARKER, ROLANDO MARTINEZ, 
VIRGILIO GONZALEZ, FRANK FIORINl, and REINALDO PICO, On this 
trip he assumed the alias of J06E PIEERA; GONZALEZ had the 
alias RAUL GODOT; FIQRINI had the alias JOSEPH DI ALBSRTO; 

PICO used the alias JOSE (SlANDA or GRANADA; MARTINEZ used the 
alias GENE VALDES; and BARKBI used the alias FRANK CARTER.

On this trip the six of them split up Into two 
groups. He, MARTINEZ and GONZALEZ flew via Eastern Airlines 
(EAL) in the early morning of May 22, 1972, and were met at 
Washington International Airport by IMRKER and the others 
in a rental car driven by BARKBI. He assumed BARKER obtained 
the vehicle as BARKER had control of the vehicle during their 
stay. From the airport they drove to the Hamilton Hotel, 
Washington, D. C., where they took three adjoining rooms, 
numbers or floor unrecalled. On May 26, 1972, all six of 
them moved to the Watergate Hotel, Washington, D. C. and took 
three rooms on the same floor. He recalled the roommate 
arrangements were as followst DE DIGEO with GONZALEZ; 
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PICO with FICRINI; and BARKHl with MARTINEZ. To the beet 
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had room 209; PICO and FIORIKI had room 214; and he did 
not recall the room occupied by BARKER and MRTINEZ.\j

At no time <iiring the stay, from May 22 to May 30, 
1972, In Washington, D. C.,was DE DIBGO informed of the reason 
for the trip.

Be assumed the reason for the 
trip was for a strong action against communism and that be 
and the others were in a **stand by** during this tlme.^^^y

On May 29, 1972, BARKER advised the group would be

CB Dl'BQO advised he had absolutely no Idea of the 
purpose of the trip and would Dot even hazard an educated 
guess of a reason for the 

Concerning the trip to Washington, D. C. about 
June 16, 1972, In which BARK131, FIORINX, GONZALEZ, MARTINEZ, 
and JAMES WALKER MC CORD were arrested in the Democratic 
Headquarters, DE DIEGO stated he had absolutely no knowledge. 

He was not consulted regarding the trip and was not invited to 
participate in the trip. MC CORD he knew by reputation as 
having been involved with the CIA over the past years; however, 
he did not know him personally. He has never seen MC CORD, 
to the best of his recollection. He saw each of his five asso- 
ciates of the Hay 22 trip sometime during the week preceeding 
the June 16th trip. He did not go into the office on Friday, 
June 16, as he and his son were involved in estimating, mea- 
suring and laying marble in the windows and baseboard of a 
house he is working on. Be was aware that ROLANDO MARTINEZ 
had a court appearance set for June 16, 1972. \v 


DE DIEGO believes that the Cubans involved with him 
on his trips are all honorabls, highly motivated, extremely 
patriotic Cubans. \ ^ 


By way of personal background, 
the following information:'^^! 


DE DIEGO furnished 


His full name is ARSENIO FELIPE DE DIEGO ADAT. 

However, he has assumed the Americanization of bis name as FELIPE 
DE DIEGO. Be entered the United States in 1959 by himself 
and fliade arrangements for his family to leave Cuba. In 
October, 1960, be brought his entire family out of Cuba after 
returning for a short time. In 1961 he Joined the ill-fated 
Brigade 2506 and received military training in Guatemala. 

This was his first military experience, as he had been the 
President of a bank in Cuba prior to this; in fact, be 
assumed the hank presidency st the age of 23. 

His function with the Brigade was as an Intelligence 
officer. After the Ill-fated failure of the 1961 invasion 
of Cuba, he was kept a prisoner and eventually released with 
the other prisoners back to the United States. In March, 1963, 
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aonetlme in 1965 vhen he was discharged in Puerto Rico« 

From 1965 to 1967| be lived In Puerto Rico, and returned 
to Miami in 1967. When he returned to Miami, he became 
involved in different types of employiaent, and about three 
years ago started to work as a real estate salesman for the 
Keyes Company. At the Keyes Company he met an old Cuban 
acqruaintance, ROLANDO MARTINEZ, and they became associates, 
^bout eight months ago, MARTINEZ convinced him to leave the 
Keyes Company with MARTINEZ and become associated with 
BEDARD l’. barker in the real estate business.

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OONZALEZ, both of whom FERNANDEZ knew as nembers of the 
ntC. Also present were ANOEL FERRER, wbos FERNANDEZ 
described as the self-appointed leader of the Veterans 
of Fort Jackson; BERNARD BARKER, a nan nased PICO, whose 
first name FERNANDEZ never knew, FRANK FIORINI and another 
individual who was Introduced as belnff a building contractor 
by profession. FERNANDEZ was unable to recall a tenth 
mettber of this group. \ Jy 

FERNANDEZ said that he had never met BARKER 
previously although he knew him by reputation. FERNANDEZ* 
father had once been the immediate boss to BARKER when 
barker was employed as a salesman for Remington Rand in 
Cuba. Also FERNANDEZ knew that BARKER had an office at 
7th Street and V «V. 33rd Avenue, Miami, next door to the 
office of the PRC. FERNANDEZ added that BARKER has the 
reputation of working or at least having wo rke d for CIA 
and that many Cuban exiles are leery of BARKER fearing 
that he might turn them in to the authorities if they are 
involved in the same operktion with him; that BARKER has 
the reputation of liking money 

FERNANDEZ said that prior to boarding the plane 
he had told MARTINEZ that he did not want to travel under 
his own name because if any publicity or photographs 
resulted fronthis trip they might fall into the hands 
of the FIDEL CASTRO government and MARTINEZ assured him 
that his ticket would be obtained under an alias. FERNANDEZ 
did not know what alias had been used by MARTINEZ in 
obtaining his ticket. 

FERNANDEZ said he sat with HUMBERTO LOPEZ on 
the trip to Washington, D.C, via National Airlines and 
other nembers of the group were scattered about the plane, 
tfpon arrival In Washington BARKER rented a small bus and 
the entire group was taken to a hotel located at 1414 Rhode 
Island Avenue, N.W. FERNANDEZ was unable to recall the hotel*s 
name but described it as being across the street from a Holiday 
Inn and about one block from a Creek restaurant. BARKER 
registered for the entire group in Suite #904-910. BARKER 
subecqtuently told FERNANDEZ that he had used the name of 
VAIDEZ for FERNANDEZ in registering at the hotel. 
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BARKER explained to the group that they would 
go the the Capitol Building at about 6:00 PM and that in 
the meantime members of the group could go sightseeing. 
FERNAin)EZ departed by himself from the group to go 
sightseeing in the immediate area but returned to the 
hotel shortly thereafter because it was raining. Two 
taxi caps were hired to transport the group to the 
Capitol Building at approximately 7|30 VH. The visited 
the rotunda of the Capitol Building to pay respects to 
Mr. HOOVER whose body lay in state. The group then left 
the rotunda and went outside to an area where^sbout 
1,060 hippies were assembled. FRAKE FZORIHI advanced 
upon the hippies and began^to accuse them of being traitors. 
Immediately thereafter FERNANDEZ got into a fiat fight 
with one or more of the hippies and then all of the Cubans 
and many of the hippies became involved in fisticuffs. 

After this fight was broken up by the police the Cubans 
returned to their hotel. They dined at a Greek restaurant 
about one block from the hotel, after which they again 
returned to the hotel. BARKER and MARTINEZ did not stay 
at the hotel that evening however.

FERNANDEZ also speculated that either the 
Republican Party or some CIA employee, acting vltbout 
authority, may have financed the trip and made the 
funds for same available to MARTINEZ and BARKok. Be 
said that DO mention vas made by anyone during this 
trip concerning the Democratic National Party Headquarters 
nor the Watergate Hotel. FERNANDEZ assumed that he had 
been invited to go because of his past reputation as a

FERNANDEZ also expressed the opinion that 
Miami Attorney MIGUEL A. SUAREZ may be Involved in the 
Democratic National Party break-in attempt of June 17, 1972 • 
He t>ssed this opinion from what he believed to be a close 
connection between SUAREZ, BARKER and MXRTINEZ, and upon 
the fact that a number of experienced Cuban politicians 
in Miami area allegedly stating that the June 17, 1972, 
incident is similar to like incidents SUAREZ* father, former 
Cuban Senator MIGUEL SUAREZ FERNANDEZ, engaged in daring 
past years in Cuba. FERNANDEZ said that he is personally 
responsible for SUArEZ, JR. having been ousted from PRC 
membership in Miami. He asserted that he would not have 
agreed to go on t his trip if be had known about the . 

possible involvement of SUAREZ as FERNANDEZ now speculates 


FERNANDEZ said that at no time did MARTINEZ or 
anyone else proposition him about participating in the 
June 17, 1972 incident at the Watergate Hotel, although 
he has the feeling that there may be some connection between 
the May 3-4, 1972, trip and the Watergate Hotel incident. He 
also got the impression that the main purpose of the 
May 3-4, 1972, trip to WaMlngton was in order to have a confrontatlo 
between Cubans and the hippies although this was not 
mentioned by anyone and the confrontation came as n 
surprise to FERNANDEZ. \ V
